Peter 
Hopkins  discovered  the  situation,  Douglas  Whiton  and  Kenneth  Kendall 
worked  on  the  phone  lines  while  the  firemen  manned  the  radio  and  handled 
emergencies  until  telephone  service  was  restored. 

Mrs.  George  Shea  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  board  of  Select- 
men until  Town  Meeting  and  performed  her  tasks  creditably. 

Ted  Ouellette,  Clair  Goddard,  Catherine  Paro,  Catherine  Silkey,  and 
Richelle  Ostrander,  having  earned  the  privilege,  participated  in  the  "Know 
Your  Government  Historical-Educational  Tour"  to  Washington,  D.C.  spon- 
sored by  the  Cheshire  Y. 

Donald  Hopkins  received  special  recognition  for  40  years  as  Treasurer  of 
Pacific  Lx)dge  F  &  AM. 

Charles  Mann  was  acclaimed  at  Town  Meeting  with  rising  votes  of  appre- 
ciation for  the  endless  hours  of  work  and  the  acceptance  of  plans  for  the 
Town  Buildings  —  Garage  and  Fire  Station.  Jerry  Adams  was  appointed 
Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee. 

Hopkins  Mill  managed  to  save  the  R.R.  Service  with  the  cooperation  of 
Monadnock  Paper  Co. 

Jackie  Whiton  and  Jane  Kellogg  were  appointed  to  share  the  secretarial 
responsibilities  of  the  town. 

Sandy  and  Ginny  Brenner  brought  home  Blue  Ribbons  from  4-H 
Competition  in  Hillsborough. 

Col.  (Ret.)  and  Mrs.  James  Tarrant  celebrated  their  50th  Wedding  Anni- 
versary with  Three  Surprise  Celebrations,  and  friends  and  relatives  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  States. 

Camp  Union  had  a  midnight  library  fire  which  was  swiftly  and  efficiently 
handled  by  our  Fire  Department.  Waldo  Stone,  Director,  expressed  deep 
appreciation  to  each  member  of  the  team  for  their  excellent  service. 

Members  of  the  Historical  Society  cleaned  up  Whittemore  Cemetery  — 
one  of  the  historical  spots  in  town. 

The  Selectmen  have  made  a  concerted  eff"ort  to  clean  up  the  junk  cars 
around  town. 

The  State  rejected  the  town  dump  for  landfill. 

Ginny  Brenner  won  first  place  in  State  competion  at  UNH  as  a  junior 
horsewoman. 

The  100th  birthday  of  Greenfield  Grange  23  was  celebrated  May  5th  with 
State  Senate  President  David  Nixon  as  honored  guest  and  speaker.  A  history 
of  the  grange  was  presented  by  Gardner  Glover  and  musical  entertainment 
was  enjoyed  by  over  100. 

The  Reverend  Richard  Alan  Weir,  pastor  of  the  182  year  old  Union 


Congregational  Church,  received  a  Doctor  of  Ministry  degree  from  Andover- 
Newton  Theological  School. 

Francis  Magoon  was  appointed  caretaker  of  town  property  in  the  center  of 
town  and  the  old  cemetery  behind  the  Meeting  House. 

After  a  lapse  of  two  years,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  James  Philbrick  organized  a 
Memorial  Day  Parade  and  Services  which  were  held  in  various  locations  in 
town  as  in  previous  years. 

Tom  McDonald  retired  as  Greenfield  news  correspondent  for  The  Trans- 
cript since  the  McDonalds  have  now  moved  to  Peterborough. 

The  Sportmen's  Club  again  sponsored  their  annual  Fishing  Derby  for 
Crotched  Mt.  children. 

The  Little  League,  swimming  lessons  at  Camp  Union,  and  Holiday  parties 
were  again  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Commission. 

Dr.  John  F.  Bell,  director  of  medical  care  programs,  Vermont  State  Dept. 
of  Health,  was  elected  president  of  Crotched  Mt.  Rehabilitation  Center. 

Many  of  Greenfield's  children  participated  in  Project  Share.  The  organi- 
zation off'ered  many  planned  activities  throughout  the  summer. 

Sunset  Lake  had  a  part-time  life  guard.  Mrs.  Judy  Stone  watched  young 
swimmers  during  certain  hours. 

The  Whing  Ding  enjoyed  another  successful  year.  The  annual  July  4th 
celebration  began  with  a  colorful  parade  and  ended  with  spectacular 
fireworks.  Mrs.  Ruth  Russell  is  to  be  congratulated. 

The  community  attitudes  survey  group,  chaired  by  Ten  Bonner,  was 
organized  to  learn  the  special  concerns  of  the  townspeople. 

Fall  saw  the  4-H  group  and  the  Brownies  active.  The  Cub  Scouts  and  the 
Webelos  were  newly  organized. 

The  Robert  Gingerichs  held  their  third  annual  Indian  Show  at  the  Town 
Hall. 

Tri-Town  Kindergarten  opened  its  doors  this  year  with  a  new  teacher.  Mrs. 
Sue  Bonner  also  welcomed  4-1/2  year  olds  to  school. 

Children  in  the  primary  grades  visited  the  Peterborough  Historical  Society 
to  learn  old-time  crafts. 

Fire  Prevention  Week  brought  Greenfield's  new  International  750  gallon 
pump  fire  truck.  This  handsome  piece  of  apparatus  was  installed  in  the  new 
fire  station  on  Forest  Road.  Fire  Chief  Dale  Russell  presided  over  the  daylong 
ceremonies. 

Road  Agent  Dean  Russell  held  an  open  house  for  the  people  of  town  to  in- 
spect the  new  highway  garage. 

The  Woman's  Club  held  a  successful  fashion  show  at  Crotched  Mountain, 
Their  busy  year  was  ended  with  a  Craft  Fair  and  the  dedication  of  the 
Hayden  Pearson  room  in  the  library. 

Miss  Ruth  Merrill  resigned  as  librarian  and  Mrs.  Ann  Geisel  succeeded 
her. 


The  Bicentennial  Committee  is  formed  and  headed  by  chairpersons 
Malcolm  and  Edythe  Atherton.  The  first  activity  to  celebrate  our  nation's 
birthday  will  be  a  Valentine  box  supper  social  sponsored  by  the  library. 

Greenfield's  oldest  resident,  Mr.  Robert  Thomas  celebrated  a  birthday  this 
November  —  91  years  young. 

The  Conservation  Commission,  chaired  by  Robert  Geisel,  has  been  actively 
involved  in  the  welfare  of  town  development. 

The  planning  board,  under  the  guidance  of  Paul  Fraser,  has  published 
their  booklet  on  town  planning  and  zoning  ordinances.  Helen  Lambert  is  to 
be  thanked  for  her  time  and  effort  in  legal  proofing  all  the  regulations. 

The  Greenfield  Historical  Society  has  enjoyed  a  busy  year  with  the  sale  of 
their  tiles  depicting  our  lovely  Meeting  House. 

The  telephone  company  enlarged  their  premises  on  the  corner  of  Forest 
and  Francestown  roads.  New  houses  were  built  during  the  year  by  Jarvis 
Adams  HI,  Joseph  Ferry  and  Gerald  Greene. 

The  advent  of  early  snow  brought  the  beginning  of  a  good  year  to  New 
Hampshire's  ski  areas,  and  smiles  to  the  faces  of  the  town's  active  Crotched 
Mountain  Ridge  Runners. 

Greenfield's  population  now  stands  at  750.  Our  tax  rate  is  $34.90  —  up  70 
cents  from  last  year.  There  were  71  real  estate  transfers  recorded.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Greenfield  in  the  County  of 
Hillsborough  in  said  State  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in  said  Greenfield  on 
Tuesday,  the  fourth  day  of  March  next  at  10:30  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

The  first  article  of  the  Town  Warrant  will  be  to  choose  Town  officers.  The 
Polls  will  be  open  at  10:30  a.m.  and  close  at  6  p.m.  (unless  otherwise  voted  at 
the  meeting).  Recess  until  8  p.m.  when  Article  2  and  remaining  articles  of  the 
Warrant  will  be  acted  upon. 

Article  1-A.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  1-B.  To  vote  on  proposals  submitted  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Town  Buildings,  Old  Age  Assistance,  Parks,  Social 
Security,  Town  Officers  Salaries,  Town  Officers  Expenses,  Legal  Expenses, 
Insurance,  Planning  Board  Expenses,  and  any  other  charges  rising  within  the 
Town. 

Article  2-A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  add  a  contingency  account  to 
the  Town  budget  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2000  to  be  placed  in  this 
account  in  1975  to  cover  unanticipated  expenditures  occurring  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  or  to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  such 
sums  as  are  necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors  and  committees  or  other 
officers  heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  $5,525.56  balance 
of  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  remaining  in  the  Town  Buildings  debt,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $4,474.44 
for  payment  on  the  principal  of  the  Town  Buildings  debt. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $4,974.99 
for  interest  on  the  Town  Buildings  debt. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $4,776  for 
final  payment  toward  the  purchase  of  the  road  grader. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $2,000  of  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  for  tarring  Town  roads,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 


Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$42,000  for  the  care  of  Town  roads  allocated  as  follows: 

For  Summer  Maintenance  $18,000 

For  Winter  Maintenance  20,000 

For  Tarring  4,000

or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $736.31 
provided  that  the  State  will  contribute  $4,908.73  for  the  construction,  and 
betterment  of  Class  IV  and  V  highways,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  State  Highway 
Subsidy  Funds  amounting  to  $1 1,151.58  for  maintenance  of  Town  roads,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (The  State  requires  a  vote.) 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  basic  health  insurance 
coverage  at  group  rates  through  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association 
to  all  full-time  town  employees,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (Such 
coverage  costs  to  be  shared  by  the  employee  [Highway  Department]  on  a 
50/50  basis.) 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,300  for  the  support  of  the  Police  Department,  or  to  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by  the  Police  Department). 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $159.00  as 
the  Town's  share  of  radio  communications  equipment  costs  for  the  Police 
Department,  provided  the  State  contributes  $115.00  and  the  Federal 
Government  contributes  $4,058.00,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (Same 
article  as  last  year,  since  equipment  was  delayed.) 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,000.00  to  purchase  new  hose  for  the  Fire  Department,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by  the  Fire  Department.) 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4000  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.  (Submitted  by  the  Fire  Department.) 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Fire  Equipment  Trust  Fund  for  future  use  by 
the  Fire  Department,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by  the 
Fire  Department.) 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  out  the  Fire  Truck  account 
and  to  transfer  the  balance  remaining  from  the  appropriation  and  accrued 
interest  to  the  Fire  Equipment  Trust  Fund,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $3,0(X).00  from 
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Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  purchase  a  replacement  tank  truck  for  the  Fire 
Department,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,500  for  paving  the  area  around  the  Fire  Station  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.  (Article  submitted  by  the  Building  Needs  Committee.) 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $1,200.00  of  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds  to  purchase  and  install  a  traffic  signal  on  Forest  Road  in  front 
of  the  Fire  Station  as  requested  by  the  State  Highway  Department,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$2,500  from  accrued  interest  in  the  Otter  Lake  Trust  Fund  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Town  recreational  facilities,  subject  to  receipt  of  a  matching  grant  of 
equal  amount  from  the  Federal  Outdoor  Recreation  Fund,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,850  for  a  soil  survey  in  1975.  (This  was  approved  last  year,  but  the  U.S. 
Soil  Conservation  Service  was  unable  to  make  the  survey.) 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $1,000.00  from 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  electrify  the  winding  mechanism  of  the  Town 
clock,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  26.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  construction  of  Town  offices  within  present  buildings,  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  for  the  support  of  the  Stephenson  Memorial  Library,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.  (Submitted  by  Library  Trustees.) 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $1,500.00  from 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  construct  a  small,  well-landscaped  parking  lot  on 
the  grounds  of  the  Stephenson  Memorial  Library.

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$1,776  for  seed  money  to  provide  working  capital  for  the  Bicentennial 
Committee.  This  amount  to  be  repaid  out  of  the  net  income  of  the 
Committee.  (Article  submitted  by  the  Bicentennial  Committee.) 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  to  support  the  preparation  of  a  Town  History  by  the  Greenfield 
Historical  Society,  such  sum  of  money  to  be  repaid  the  Town  upon 
completion  and  sale  of  said  History.  (Article  submitted  by  the  Historical 
Society.) 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  all  property  owners  to 
furnish  the  names  of  their  lessees  to  the  Town  Clerk  in  order  to  establish 
residency  requirements,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Town 
Clerk  from  $300.00  to  $500.00  and  the  salary  of  the  Tax  Collector  from 
$400.00  to  $600.00  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$400.00  for  the  support  of  the  mental  health  service  program  of  the  Monad- 
nock Family  and  Mental  Health  Service,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
(Based  on  a  $.50  per  capita  formula  and  submitted  by  Monadnock  Family 
and  Mental  Health  Service.) 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  become  a  member  of  the  South- 
western New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $623.56  as  the  Town's  share  of  operational  expenses. 
(Submitted  by  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion.) 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  legacies  and  gifts  given  the 
Town  in  trust  or  otherwise  by  any  individual  or  group  of  individuals  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  recess  this  meeting  to  a  date  to  be 
set  by  the  Selectmen  not  later  than  July  30, 1975,  to  act  upon  Article  44. 
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Article  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  consider  a  sanitary  landfill  for 
Greenfield,  and  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  purchase 
and  construction  of  necessary  facilities  and  an  annual  operational  expense  of 
$15,000  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  45.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

Meeting  opened  by  the  moderator  Frank  A.  Hopkins  at  10:30  a.m.  Prayer 
was  led  by  Moderator,  Thomas  T.  McDonald  read  the  checklist  stating  479 
names  on  the  checklist. 

Warrant  read  through  article  one  by  the  moderator  —  meeting  opened  for 
voting. 

Town  ballot  count  251  votes  cast  and  251  votes  cast  for  state  ballot  also 
School  ballot  was  cast.  The  polls  closed  at  six  p.m.  when  meeting  resummed 
at  8  p.m.  when  article  2  was  taken  up. 

Selectman  for  one  year  term  state  of  the  vote  —  Jane  Adams  Kellog  114 
votes,  Lloyd  R.  Cochran  Jr.  118  votes,  Write-ins  Ed  Conley  three  votes, 
Arthur  Gagnon  four,  Norman  Davis  two  votes  and  Charles  E.  Mann  one 
vote,  Llody  R.  Cochran  having  118  votes  was  elected  for  the  ensuing  one  year. 

Selectman  for  three  year  term.  Waldo  Stone  had  216  votes,  write-ins,  Meta 
Shea  one,  Charles  E.  Mann  three  votes,  Arthur  Gagnon  three  votes,  Anna 
Chute  one  and  Mickey  Mouse  one.  Waldo  Stone  having  216  votes  elected  for 
the  ensuing  three  years. 

Town  Clerk,  Anna  M.  Chute,  229  votes,  write-in  Ann  Geisel  seven,  Anna 
Chute  having  229  votes  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Tax  Collector,  Anna  M.  Chute  had  228  votes,  write-in  Ann  Geisel  four 
votes  and  Shirley  Creighton  one  vote,  Anna  M.  Chute  having  228  votes 
elected  for  ensuing  year. 

Town  Treasurer,  Jacquelyn  R.  Whiton  had  228  votes,  write-ins  James

Library  Trustee,  Frances  R.  Fleck  had  224  votes,  write-in  Jerry  Adams  had 
one,  Frances  Fleck  having  224  votes  elected  for  ensuing  three  years. 

Overseer  of  Public  Welfare,  Diane  Naylor  had  233  votes,  write-ins  Anna 
Chute  had  one  vote  and  Ruth  Merrill  had  two  votes,  Diane  Naylor  having  233 
votes  elected  for  ensuing  year.

Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
such  sums  of  money  to  defray  town  charges,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as  printed,  voted 
in  the  affirmative. 
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Art.  5.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$17,000  for  Summer  roads  and  $17,000  for  winter  maintenance.  Voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

Art.  6.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500  for  tarring  and  $748.32  for  TRA  provided  the  State  gives  their  share 
of  $4,988.77.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  7.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000  for  the  support  of  PoHce  Department,  voted  in  affirmative. 

Art.  8.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  pass  over  the  article.  Discussion  — 
Selectman  George  Kendall  stated  small  towns  should  appoint  their  own 
Chief  of  Police  stated  they  would  do  a  much  better  job.  Mr.  Joseph  Pacheco 
disagreed  and  stated  the  people  should  vote  the  man  they  wished  —  Mr. 
Naylor  stated  no  three  people  should  rule  the  Town,  the  people  should  have 
the  right  to  vote  for  their  choice.  Article  put  to  vote.  Voted  in  the  affirmative 
to  pass  over  the  article. 

Art.  9.  Moved  and  seconded  to  allow  the  selectmen  to  spend  $122.88  left 
over  money  from  last  year's  appropriation  to  repair  the  Cemetery  Pump, 
voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  10.  Moved  and  seconded  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to  spend  $550  leftover 
money  from  Town  Hall  Paint  job  from  last  year's  appropriation  to  be  used 
this  year  to  paint  the  Cemetery  fence  between  the  Common  and  the  Village 
Cemetery,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  11.  Selectman  George  Kendall  explained  the  need  for  Clerical  and 
Stenographic  assistence  for  the  Selectmen  in  their  line  of  duty,  because  of  the 
amount  of  paper  work  now,  more  than  ever  before.  Moved  and  seconded  that 
the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000  for  Clerical  assistance  in 
the  conduct  of  town  business. 

More  discussion,  Mr.  Edward  Conley  was  in  favor,  stated  as  a  past  select- 
man this  was  needed  so  that  the  Selectmen  could  be  performing  duties  in;

Mr.  Russell  highway  agent  stated  this  rented  Sander/spreader  had 
been  used  176  hours  and  the  purchase  price  of  sander  is  $4,010,  and  the  ren- 
tal payments  to  pay  for  same  by  using  such  payments  from  Winter  and 
Summer  maintenance  funds  until  purchase  price  is  paid,  amended  the  article 
to  use  $2,510  money  left  over  from  last  year's  road  appropriations  now  in 
general  fund.  Motion  moved  and  seconded.  Voted  in  affirmative. 

Art.  14.  Mr.  Stephen  Payne  talked  on  this  article  of  new  town  truck  for 
highway  department,  but  stated  the  Selectmen  put  the  article  in  the  warrant, 
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but  from  the  stories  and  misunderstandings  find  the  truck  was  not  needed 
and  made  a  motion  to  pass  over  the  article. 

Dean  Russell  highway  agent  stated  yes  they  could  use  the  truck  because 
their's  was  getting  old,  but  didn't  want  the  $20,000  defrayed  from  the 
Summer  and  Winter  maintenance  accounts.  After  much  discussion  put  to 
vote.  Moved  and  seconded  not  to  purchase  new  truck,  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

Art.  15.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,300  for  support  of  the  fire  department,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  16.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  the  sum  of  $8,000  for  final 
payment  on  the  new  fire  truck,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  17.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  use  the 
unexpended  balance  of  $2,275  for  the  town  buildings  professional  advice  for 
similar  purposes  during  the  ensuing  year.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  18.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  build  a 
new  Fire  Station  on  the  "Ralph  Russell"  property  utiUzing  Carter  and 
Woodruff"  plans,  it's  cost  not  to  exceed  $80,000. 

A  new  Highway  garage,  on  the  present  town  dump  site  utilizing  Carter- 
Woodruff"  and  Mann  plans,  it's  cost  not  to  exceed  $40,000. 

That  we  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed 
$100,000  for  the  implementation  of  any  building  programs. 

Charles  Mann  gave  a  complete  summary  of  all  the  building  programs, 
showing  sketches  of  new  highway  department  building  and  new  fire  station 
building;  he  also  stated  to  eliminate  changing  any  buildings  for  town  officers 
so  to  keep  bond  under  $100,000.  After  Mr  Mann  finished  his  statements,  the 
building  committee  were  applauded  for  their  good  job.  The  Selectmen  stated 
already  had  $26,800  federal  money  on  hand  from  Revenue  sharing.  Mr. 
Payne  believed  the  present  highway  department  land  and  building  would  be 
worth  at  least  $10,000.  He  also  stated  no  bond  would  be  issued  before  con- 
tracts were  accepted  —  Stated  the  tax  rate  would  not  be  affected  this  coming 
year.  Believed  the  town  would  not  pay  over  4-1/2%  interest  on  loan.  Jerry 
Adams  wanted  to  know  why  both  buildings  couldn't  be  built  alike  and  cost 
$40,000  each,  instead  of  $80,000  and  $40,000?  Mr.  Mann  explained 
landscaping  and  other  factors  were  the  reasons. 

Peter  Hopkins  wanted  to  amend  article  to  read  Selectmen  and  building 
committee.  Amendment  was  put  to  vote  and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  poll  to  see  if  the  people  wanted  one  or  both 
buildings.  Standing  vote  (For  both  buildings)  82  votes  (for  one  building)  39 
votes. 

Mr.  Atherton  suggested  going  all  the  way  and  fix  town  officers  in  old  fire 
station  but,  no  one  wanted  this  at  this  time.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to 
vote  on  both  buildings  now,  put  to  vote.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Kendall,  Selectman,  wanted  the  voters  to  give  the  selectmen  the  per- 
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mission  to  take  $1,000  out  of  the  $100,000  to  fix  the  old  kitchen  for  town 
clerk's  office  after  much  discussion  put  to  vote.  Voted  no. 

Art.  19.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  the 
present  Highway  buildings  and  land,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  20.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$100  for  Civil  Defense,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  21.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$100  for  Town  Poor.  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  22.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$300  for  Memorial  Day,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  23.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500  for  support  of  Stephenson  Memorial  Library,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  24.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  article  as  printed. 
Discussion.  Miss  Aiken  stated  the  storm  windows  would  spoil  the  looks  of 
our  Library,  after  much  discussion,  voted  not  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,500 
for  storm  windows.

$827.64  for  our  share  in  Ambulance  Service,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  26.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  $917.00  for 
Community  Visiting  Nurses,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Art.  27.  Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$529  for  Mental  Health  program,  voted  in  the  affirmative.

Art.  35.  Be  it  resolved  that  this  town  go  on  record  as  in  favor  of  the  con- 
struction of  an  Oil  Refinery  in  New  Hampshire  so  long  as  it  meets  all 
environmental  requirements,  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

A  Standing  vote  for  Charles  Mann,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee 
and  the  Committee  for  the  fine  work  done  on  the  new  building  study. 
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Motion  moved  and  seconded  to  adjourn  and  desolve  the  meeting.  Voted  in 
affirmative. 

All  elected  officers  were  called  to  the  front  of  the  hall  and  sworn  into  office 
by  Anna  M.  Chute,  Justice  of  the  Peace.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1974  was  an  exceptional  year  for  the  Selectmen's  office.  There  were  major 
happenings  which  have  not  been  seen  in  the  town  by  any  Selectman  in  recent 
years.  The  most  outstanding  new  change  was  the  town  building  project  of  a 
new  hre  station  and  Highway  Department  garage.  The  Selectmen  are  proud 
to  have  served  at  a  time  when  such  a  change  was  taking  place,  and  were 
pleased  to  work  with  the  many  townspeople,  contractors,  bankers  and  others 
who  helped  bring  the  project  to  a  timely  conclusion  so  that  by  October  15th 
both  departments  could  move  into  their  new  quarters. 

During  the  year  1974  a  new  tax  law  concerning  current  use  assessment  on 
land  was  put  into  effect.  The  new  law  caused  our  office  to  have  to  reassess 
many  taxpayers  properties.  This  law  also  was  ambiguous,  to  say  the  least,  at 
first,  but  after  many  clarifications  from  the  proper  state  officials,  we  were 
able  to  properly  assess. 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  voters  at 
last  year's  meeting  who  voted  to  allow  funds  for  clerical  assistance.  Without 
Jane  and  Jackie  and  all  of  their  invaluable  work  with  us,  we  would  never  have 
made  it  through  the  myriads  of  paperwork  on  the  building  project,  the  tax 
changes,  or  the  regular  Selectmen's  work  with  which  they  both  have  had  so 
much  previous  experience.  Our  thanks  goes  to  both  of  these  ladies,  also. 

Due  to  the  unusual  year's  workload,  the  Selectmen  have  met  twice  or  three 
times  a  week  most  weeks  this  year  to  accomplish  the  necessary  tasks  before 
us.  We  usually  made  the  Saturday  meeting  a  public  meeting  to  discuss  any 
taxpayer's  questions  and  then  met  on  some  "floating"  day  the  middle  of  each 
week,  to  take  care  of  business  with  contractors,  tax  assessments  and  routine 
office  work.  We  have  found  this  to  be  a  very  good  schedule.  Evening  meetings 
have  been  eliminated  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  Selectmen. 

The  one  lingering  troublesome  subject  so  much  on  our  minds  this  past  year 
has  been  the  subject  of  a  sanitary  land  fill.  We  met  twice  with  Mr.  Sweeney  of 
the  State  Solid  Waste  Division,  State  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare, 
and  found  that  the  law  will  not  allow  burning  after  June  30,  1975  in  any  town 
dumps.  We  have  3  courses  of  action  to  follow: 

1.  We  can  borrow  125  to  150  thousand  dollars  and  build  a  landfill  opera- 
tion to  meet  state  requirements. 

2.  We  can  join  another  town  at  the  cost  of  $12,000.00  per  year  for  being  a 
joint  landfill  user  (plus  each  person's  own  traveling  expenses  to  the  landfill). 

3.  We  can  do  nothing.  Then,  under  the  law,  the  state  has  the  power  to  take 
any  land  and  build  Greenfield's  landfill,  billing  us  for  it  over  a  20  year  period. 
They  also  have  the  power  to  force  us  into  another  landfill  in  another  town  and 
bill  us  for  it. 

The  entire  business  of  a  landfill  is  so  costly  and  so  vitally  important  that  we 
ask  all  of  the  voters  to  please  try  to  keep  informed  of  the  fast  changing 
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notices  we  anticipate  in  the  coming  few  months  regarding  hearings  on 
landfills  and  possible  emergency  legislation  in  Concord.  We  are  going  to  ask 
for  a  recessed  town  meeting  on  this  vital  issue  and  would  appreciate  your 
support. 

We  feel  that  Dorothy  Gilbert  deserves  a  paragraph  in  this  report,  also.  She 
has  put  on  film  and  delivered  to  the  Selectmen  a  very  nice  photo  album  of  the 
various  stages  of  construction  of  the  new  town  buildings.  This  gift  from 
"Dot"  is  greatly  appreciated.  Many  of  the  newer  citizens  of  Greenfield  do  not 
remember  the  "good  old  days"  of  20-25  years  ago  when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gilbert 
were  leaders  in  our  Community  Days.  The  Gilberts  have  always  been  gen- 
erous to  the  town  they  loved  so  much. 

In  these  times  when  inflation  and  recession  are  the  major  stories  in  the 
headlines,  we  as  Selectmen  are  trying  to  keep  the  budget  as  tight  as  possible 
as  all  of  us  do  in  our  own  homes.  Increases  in  this  year's  budget  are  necessary 
not  only  because  of  inflation,  but  also  because  we  are  growing  as  a 
community. 

In  as  much  as  70%  of  our  tax  dollars  go  to  support  the  school  system,  we 
urge  you  voters  to  attend  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting  for  1975.  Many 
decisions  aff"ecting  the  tax  rate  are  made  at  these  meetings.

REPORT  OF  THE 
BUILDING  NEEDS  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  March,  1974,  was  essen- 
tially a  follow-up  on  the  Town  Municipal  Building  Study  Committee  which 
had  been  chaired  by  Charles  E.  Mann.  Preliminary  plans  and  specifications 
for  a  fire  station  and  highway  garage  have  been  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Mann's 
committee.  It  was  the  task  of  the  Building  Needs  Committee  to  turn  these 
preliminary  plans  into  finished  buildings. 

The  Committee  first  met  on  March  20,  1974,  had  finalized  the  plans  for 
both  buildings  by  late  April,  and  had  sent  out  bid  invitations  by  early  May. 
Joel  Olson  from  Rindge,  N.H.  was  selected  as  primary  contractor  and  con- 
struction started  on  June  7,  1974.  Both  buildings  were  completed  on  October

STEPHENSON  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

Reviewing  the  past  year  the  Trustees  feel  we  have  taken  many  steps  toward 
improving  our  library's  services  and  appearance.  After  great  concern  over 
decreasing  circulation,  the  trend  has  been  reversed  and  circulation  has 
increase  considerably  since  early  fall. 

The  Trustees  have  sponsored  lectures,  movies,  exhibits,  coffee  hours  and 
lengthened  the  hours  open.  We  had  an  open  house  in  the  fall  for  the 
Woman's  Club  in  appreciation  for  all  the  financial  support  they  have  given 
us  in  the  past.  At  that  time  we  dedicated  the  newly  completed  adult  room  in 
memory  of  Hayden  Pearson  and  were  presented  a  chair  by  Mrs.  Miner  in  his 
memory.  We  had  a  Christmas  and  tree  lighting  party  with  over  sixty  people 
attending. 

We  have  expanded  the  use  of  the  state  services  and  many  residents  are  now 
receiving  books  we  cannot  supply  here.  A  paperback  book  service  has  been 
instituted  in  which  residents  donate  used  books  to  be  taken  out  without 
signing  for  them.  Story  hours  for  small  children  were  held  in  the  spring  and 
every  Thursday  night  we  are  a  meeting  place  for  high  school  students  under 
the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Julie  Hopkins.  This  has  been  well  attended.  A 
committee  of  residents  and  one  trustee  have  started  monthly  themes  in  the 
children's  room  and  the  school  children  visit  on  a  regular  basis. 

The  Trustees  have  sponsored  several  money  raising  events,  the  largest 
being  a  bean  supper  held  last  spring.  We  have  used  the  money  to  pay  for  the 
carpeting  throughout  the  library  and  to  purchase  shades  for  the  children's 
room  to  enable  us  to  show  films. 

We  are  very  proud  that  the  library  has  received  a  one  hundred  dollar  grant 
from  the  state  for  meeting  state  requirements.  This  money  must  be  spent  on 
non-fiction  materials.  We  were  also  fortunate  to  have  a  record  player  with 
head  phones  donated  to  us  by  a  resident. 

We  are  all  looking  forward  to  a  good  year.  Plans  are  now  under  way  to  add 
to  our  services  and  your  enjoyment  of  the  library.  Please  come  in  to  see  us 
and  feel  free  to  call  any  of  us  with  suggestions  or  concerns.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  is  controlled 
by  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  cooperation  with  the  New  Hampshire 
Forest  Fire  Service.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  out-of-doors  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  have  a  written  permit  signed  by  the 
Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  If  the  fire  is  to  be  kindled  on  land  not  owned  by 
the  person  kindling  the  fire  then  he  must  have  the  permission  of  the 
landowner.  No  outdoor  fires  can  be  kindled  between  3  A.M.  and  5  P.M. 
unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  additional  approval  of  the  District  Forest  Fire 
Chief 

The  1974  forest  fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the  past  two  decades. 
Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New  Hampshire  became  so  dry  in  mid 
August  that  the  Governor  and  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
State  Forester,  enacted  a  partial  woodlands  closure  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire, 
Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Belknap  Counties  and  a  complete  woodlands 
closure  in  Strafford  and  Rockingham  Counties  plus  the  Towns  of  Barnstead, 
Gilmanton  and  Alton  in  Belknap  County.  Through  the  excellent  corporation 
of  the  citizens  of  our  State  no  major  forest  fire  occured  at  any  time  during  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEER  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

Direct  aid  was  given  a  family  of  two  until  permanent  benefits  could  be 
established  for  them  in  the  State  system.  This  amounted  to  $72.00.
